Whereupon hee forthe 
preſent leaues Maſter Roe, & conſults(alde inthe 
fame raome)with ſome of his fellowes andcomey 
againe to Maſter Roe,& tels him that he muſt haue 
patience, and that he was taken Priſoner by the 
ſpaniſh Inquifition. A ſecond (with a great deale 
of complementall grauitie ) tooke his ſword, A 
third pickt his pockets , emptying him of all his 
money and papers. A fourth bringsa ſmith vato 
' him, to ferter his legges with weightie Iuyues, 
A fift was inquiſitiue ro know ifhe had any riding 
clothes to traucll in: whotold him he had at the 
Embaſſadours houſe, which made them ſhake 
their heads in token of feare to ferch them thence, 
Heere they deteined him from two of the Clock 
in the afternoone, till eleuen (or thereabours ) at 
night : which time they ſer him fidewayes (by 
- reaſonof his fettered legges)on a Mule:attended 

 bya of ſome forty in number,who brought 
him ſafe out of the towne on his iourney ; .and 
then the greater part of them returned to CAM.

L.who hauing viewedthe arts of Earope, 
Fra, Spine, 1h; Conftentinople, Greece, revur 
ning to 1#«y, and ſo for Ezgland, was there appre- 
hended after this manner. The Gouernor ot the 
firſt Towne he wasto through, hada great 
deſire toa Grecian of his which he brought 


from thencez which hee intended to preſent ro 


his brother the L. in ſo much he requeſted ir of 
him, but the Gentleman not ſo fooliſhly courte= 
ous as to depart from him; by his denyall ſoin- 
cenſed the Gouernour, that his reuenge laid 
him cloſe in- the Inquiſition ; for the effeing 
of which, he ſubornd- his man by bribcry tocon- 
felſe his Maſters Religion, of which hee being 
once wy hee made his man Ho _ 
knauery enſuing. For hereupon hee ſent him to 
Rome ——_ an hereticke and ſpic ; in the 
meane time kept his horſe, while the poore Gen- 
tleman all his 1 had his legges chained to- 
gener vnder the horſe his belly,and cuery night 
no other lodging, but a roome vnder ſome 
ſteaming priuie ; at whichinquiſirion houſe they 
kept him for five yeeres vntill they had workt 
him at laſt to receiue their own religion and then 
releaſed him.

Rome with two Monkes his Chaplaines to fetch 
his Cap; where waiting: for it the: ſpace of a 


- tweluemoneth,to the expence of the incredible 


maſſe of money and plate hee conueyed our of 
England, but mifling of it; turned Proteſtant a- 
gaine, or at leaſt preterided one, whetting his 
rongue and penne againſt his Holinefſe, vpon 
which reaſon he was apprehended by the Inqui- 
fitian,and putinto their Denne, where not long 
after hee waspoyſoned; which made him (well 
ewiſe as bigge as he was before. - A fit death for 
ſuch a'one ; his body was taken from the houſe 
of death, and burnt in the fire for an-heretike, 
which being conſumed,” the aſhes thereof were 
ſcattered inthe aire, as vaworthy thathisatomes 
ſhould defile their Land. At which ſight his 


- Chaplens being preſent, loth to taſte of the like 


ſauce, fled to Gandemar to Madrid, claiming his 
promiſe concerning their proteQion,which for a 
while he performed,allowing them for his credit 
eight Rialls a day : but this laſted not long, for 
ſoone after the BenediQtines were neuer {eene.

figge; orelfe,'though cuera merry man;yetat 
laſtdied for: very griefe. To. conclude with an 
example of tyranny more vnnaturall then cruell, 
one Philip the ſecond, vpon ſuſpition that his on- 
ly ſonne and heire(by his ſecond 'wife)was anh& 
retike, orhad too familiar conference with the 
Proteſtant Princes, caſthim into the Toquilirion 
houſe,and being ſentenced by the I to 
die, the ſentence was confirmed by the bloody 
fathers handand ſeale, hauing no orher libertie 
allowed him, thento chuſe either ſtrangling,or 
bleeding to death by the cutting of his veines; 

which laſt he choſe, ſaying not long beforc his 
exp ing, Ov Gan, bur more vahapp 
father: this was privately. Thus. if t 

Princes themſelues hauc vndergone the torture 
of an Inquiſition,nay,dearh it ſelte,we may aſſure 
our ſclues,rhat no forraine ſubie ſhall be deliue- 
red from'theſe Deuils and that Hell, if once ts 
ken,vmill the houre of his vtmoſt breath.

Their purple alſo 
is, that the Nobles weare this Habit of the Or- 
der, according as thoſe Countreyes which haue 
the other Military Orders.But thar the Staple of 
the Religionirfelfe beplanted in ſome Iland or 

ac ength, which they thinke to gaine by 
anding in ſome Enemies Countrey : For they 
are well prouided with Ammunition and Armes, 
and good tall ſhiping for the purpoſe. The Inſti- 
tutors or Founders of this Religionare three Ca» 
tholicke Princes : Firſtthe Count 4 ltar, a great 
man in Germany, and very rich in Eſtate z The 
Duke of Mantus, a great Potentate in /taly.
